form er one is dry.

T his sounds like a for­ 
m idable process, blit th e w hole 
o p era­ 
tion ought not to take over an 
hour. 
Oil ail exposed surfaces w ith kerosene 
w hen you set th e plow aw ay, and when 
you do your sp rin g plow ing a very few 
tu rn s will finish off th e balance of th e 
ru s t.”

it, and even encourages it by feeding it 
for th at en d .

And it is th e dairym an’s business to 
know all about it and tik e any general 
ru le for his guide. 
T here is no ru le 
w ithout a m ultitude of exceptions, and 
these are as num erous as tim es, places 
and circum stances; 
and as 
circum ­ 
stances alter cases, so th e reply to th e 
question 
we have p u t above dejiends 
upon circum stances. 
T here are cows 
th a t will not go dry, b u t will m ilk from 
calf to calf. 
Is th e dairym an to w orry 
him self and the cow in useless defiance 
of h er natural habit ? 
By no m eans, 
He 
m ust 
suit 
his case 
to 
th e 
circum stances, 
and reduce th e m ilk 
yield 
as 
m uch 
as 
possible 
by 
m ilking once a day perhaps and com- 
Txmxate th e cow for her ex tra burden 
by giving lu*r m ore feed u p to a safe 
lim it. 
AVI rot this lim it may tx#depends 
w holly upon th e ability of th e cow* to 
healthfully digest and dispose of th e 
food. 
And no one b u t th e intelligent 
ow ner can say w hat th is lim it may lie 
for it w ill vary as cows vary, and no two

b a tte r; sprinkle in a tablespoonful of 
yeast pow der and stir tn th e w hites of 
th e eggs.

D r. U nrisen of C annes recom m ends 
grapes as a valuable diet in fever. 
T he 
grajies contain a considerable am ount of 
hydro-carbonaceous 
m atter, 
together 
with aqu an tit v of potassium salts, a com ­ 
bination w hich does not irritate, b u t, on 
the contrary, soothes tile stom ach, and 
consequently is used with advantage, 
even in dyspepsia. 
W hile considering 
th e carbo-hydrates contained in th e 
grape, we m ast n o t neglect th e organic 
acids, particularly tartaric acid. 
D r. 
H artsen thinks th e nourishing influ­ 
ences of these acids too m uch neglected. 
I t 
is indeed known th a t they are 
changed to carbonic acid in th e blood 
and are excreted as carbonates in th e 
urine. 
Possibly careful research m ight 
show th at, un d er some circum stances, 
th e organic acids are changed to fats. 
D r. H artsen believes th a t th e organic 
acids should be ranked a ith th e carbo­ 
hydrates as foods. 
W hen fresh grapes 
are not to be had , raisins or dilated 
wines m ust be used.

Storing P urs in Sommer. 


“ W hen we p u t furs into storage for 
th e season,” said a fu rrier recently, 
“our first care is to beat them th o ro u g h ­ 
ly w ith rattan s to drive th e d u st out, 
and get rid of th e m oth eggs th a t may 
have been laid in them or been blown 
into them from the air. 
T his done, 
T hey are hun g on w ire fram es th a t dis­ 
tend them , and p u t into closets th a t are 
lined w ith ta r paper. 
M oths cannot 
stand th e strong odor of tar, and never 
live long un d er its influence. 
E very 
th ree or four weeks th e furs are taken 
from th e closets and beaten with ra t­ 
ta n s; and so, iii the course of tho sea­ 
son, every article has to lie handled at 
least a dozen tim es. 
In oldtim es cam ­ 
phor was u se d ; but it has been discov­ 
ered th a t it had a tendency to d etract 
from th e ir color and m ake them m uch 
lighter in hue.

and o th er dark furs th a t cam phor in ­ 
fluences.

Mr B laine T ells A ll About 
H is Mar* 
riage in a Letter to W illiam W alter 
Phelps. 
New York, Sopt 19.—Hon. William Walter 
Phelps gives to the public the following pri­ 
vate letter addressed to him nearly two weeks 
ago: 
Augusta, Sept 
0, 18*1—My Dear Mr. 
rbelps: I have your favor of the 4th, advis 
ing me that “ the continuous invention and 
wide circulation of evil reports render it ad­ 
visable {in your judgment) not to wait the 
slow process of the law, but to speak directly 
to the public in my own vindication. ” lii 
this opinion many others on whose judg­ 
ment 1 rclv, concur. 
1 shrink instinctively 
from tho suggestion, although I feel sure 1 
could strengthen tiio confidence of all who 
feel friendly to me by bringing to view the 
pimple thrtiad of truth which is concealed in 
•this endless tissue of falsehood. 
Yon can 
imagine how inexpressibly painful it must 
be to discuss one's d<>naofitic life in tho press, 
although 1 thiuk with you that under the 
circumstances I could count upon the genor- 
Ottity of the public to justify a statement 
which might otherwise Seem objectionable. 
I can in any event safely commit the facts to 
you for personal communication to those 
friends wlio have taken so delicate and so 
considerate an interest in my affairs. 
The 
leisure hours of to-day, when our campaign 
is ended, and we wait only for the election 
gives me the opportunity for this prompt re­ 
ply and for the following essential details: 
At* Georgetown, Kv., in the spring of 1*18, 
When I was but eighteen years of age, I first 
met the lady who for more than thirty- four years 
has been my wifa Our acquaintance result­ 
ed. at 
the end of six months, in an en­ 
gagement, which, without prospect of speedy 
marriage, we naturally 
SOUGHT TO KEEP TO OURSELVES. 
Two years later, in the spring of 1850, when 
I was maturing plans to leave mv profession 
in Kentucky and establish myself elsewhere, 
I was suddenly summoned to Pennsylvania 
by the death of my father. 
It being Yery 
doubtful if 1 could return to Kentucky, I was 
threatln nod with an indefinite separation from 
her 
who 
possessed 
my 
entire 
devo­ 
tion. 
My one 
wish 
was 
to 
secure 
her 
to ‘myself 
by 
an 
indissoluble tie- 
against every pnesibbVontiugeoey in life, and 
on .the 30th of June, 1850, just prior to my de-‘ 
parturo from Kentucky, we were, in the pres­ 
ence of trusted friends, uuited by what I kuew 
was in my state of Pennsylvania a perfect and 
fully legal form of marriage. 
On reaching 
honie I Found my family, and especially my 
bereaved mother, strongly disceunfenanoodmy 
business plans as involving too long a separa­ 
tion from home and kindred. 
I complied with 
her wish that I should resumo at least for a 
time, my occupation in Kentucky, whither I 
returned in the latter part of August. 
During 
tho ensuing winter, induced by misgivings 
which were increased by legal consultations, I 
became alarmed least a doubt might be throw n 
upon the validity of our marriage, by rea­ 
son of non-campliance with the 
law of 
the 
state 
where 
it 
had 
occurred 
for 
I had learned that the laws of Kentucky made 
a license, certified bv the clerk of the county 
cotirt, an indispensable requisite of a legal 
marriage. 
After much deliberation and with 
an ardent desire to guard in the most effectual 
manner against any possible embaarassment 
resulting from our position, for which I alone 
was responsible, w-e decided that the simplest 
and at the same time surest way, was to repair 
to Pennsylvania and have another marriage 
service performed. This was done in the pres­ 
ence of witnesses, in the city of Pittsburg, in 
tho month of March, 1851, but was not other­ 
wise made public for obvious reasons. 
It was 
solemnized only to procure an indisputable 
validity, the first marriage being by my wife 
and myself always held sacred. 
At the ma­ 
ture age of fifty-four I do not defend the wis- 
dom or prudence of a secret marriage, sug­ 
gested by the 
ARDOR AND INEXPERIENCE OF YOUTH. 
but its honor and its purity were inviolate as 
I believe in the sight of (iod, and cannot be 
made to appear otherwise by the wicked devices 
of men. 
It brought to me a companionship 
which has been my chief happiness from boy­ 
hood’s years to this hour, and has crowned me 
with whatever success I have a (tamed in life. 
My eldest child, a son, was born in his grand­ 
mother's bouse on the 1 ,*sth day of June, 1851, in 
the city of Augusta, Me., and died in her arms 
three years later. 
His ashes repose in t^ie ceme­ 
tery of bis native city, beneath a stone which 
recorded his name and the limits of bis innocent 
life. That stone which had stood for almost an 
entire generation, has been recently defaced 
by brutal and 
sarrehgioiu hands. 
As a 
candidate for the presidency I kuew that I 
Bhould encounter many forms of calumny 
and personal defamation, but I confess 1 did 
uot expect to be called upon to defend the 
name of a beloved and honored wife, who is a 
mother and a grandmother, nor did I expect 
the grave of my little child would be cruelly 
desecrated. 
Against such gross forms of 
wrong the law gives no adequate redress, and 
I know that in the end mv most effective appeal 
against the unspeakable outrages I resist, 
must be to the noble manhood and the noble 
womanhood of America.—Yonr friend, very sin­

“ Yes, sir, so far as I know , and I think 
I know all ab ont it, I ’m th e la st living 
rep resen tativ e of th e profession—th e 
last m an alive in th e U n ited S tates who 
m ade a business of selling niggers from 
th e auction block. 
I ’m 72 years old 
now, and I guess m y tim e has nearly 
com e.”

B uffalo, Aug. 27, 1884. —Rev. E. K. Young, 
D. D., Des Moines, la.—My Dear Friend: My 
allegiance in public work is first of all due to 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union.

believe that as a National organization we 
should be non-partisan in our attitude toward 
the political questions of the flay, even toward * 
party prohibition. 
It is my sincere conviction, 
strengthened by a personal knowledge of the : 
work the country over, that the overthrow of the 
liquor traffic will be soonest accomplished if 
our organizations withholding party eff ort and 
Eve themselves wholly to the regular lines of j 
mperancc work which have been developed by j 
God « providence during the ben years suiee 
the crusade. We have some twenty-five distinct 
departments of work under the general divi- j 
sions, preventive, educational, evangelistic, so- ■ 
cial and legal. 
These cover every phase of the 
question, and afford the widest scope of the 
work of our organization. 
I deprecate greatly 
the seeming attempt on the part of some of our 
women to allv the National Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union with the National Prohibi- j 
tion p»rtyr. 
I lelievo the larger part of our ! 
membership and of our lx>et advisers deplore : 
what they consider an unwarranted and an uu- j 
tenable position. 
Having been chosen by the National Union 
Superintendent of tho Department of Legisla­ 
tive work and petitions, I must keep myself free j 
from nartisaushin. As an individual I cannot 
ami do not smother my convictions.

Writing as I do from this city of Buf- I 
falo, where Cleveland's home is—no, where he i 
lives—he has no home—I do not hesitate to say , 
as for me and mine, let it l>e the true husband, !

H ere Ave have an a p p a re n t gain in th e 
first instance of seventeen ounces, b u t a 
final loss from original un salted w eight 
of tw enty-seven ounces, and from th e 
extrem e salted Aveight, w hile soft, of 
fo rty four ounces, nearly one ounce and 
one and a h alf ounces to th e p ound re­ 
spectively. 
T his is a ra th e r extrem e 
case. 
S u b seq u en t experim ents led m e to 
th e follow ing conclusions: 


1st. 
T h a t if th e b u tte r is w orked u n ­ 
w ashed, o r is w ashed in clear w'ater, i t 
w ill lose by salting, an d th e loss w ill 
average 
from o n e-h alf ounce to one 
ounce to th e pound. 
2d. 
T h a t if it is w ashed in a b rin e of 
m oderate stre n g th , it Arill gain by salt- 
in g , seldom , how ever, as m uch as one- 
h alf ounce to th e pound. 
3d. 
T h a t if w ashed in a very stro n g 
b rin e it w ill gain ab o u t th e w eight of 
th e added sa lt, b u t w ill contain quito 
too m uch sa lt to be a first-class tab le 
b n tte r. 


For the Cook. 
J ohnny C ake.— T wo eggs (beaten), 
o n e-th ird of a cup of m olasses, a little 
salt, h alf a cup of m elted b u tte r, lard, 
o r good beef d rip p in g s, one p in t of sour 
m ilk, one teaspoonful of soda dissolved 
in a little w ater; one cup of flour. 
A dd 
enough yellow corn-m eal, to m ake a 
stiff b a tte r, n o t q u ite as stiff as ordinary 
cake. 
T h e w hite corn m eal w ill do, 
b u t it is not q n ite as good and does not 
look lik e g ran d m a’s. 
In th e fru it sea­ 
son, tw o tablespoon fuls of su g ar and a 
p in t of blueberries added to th e above 
m akes excellent b lueberry cakes. 


B isc u it s.— T hree p in ts of flour, one 
tab lespoonful of lard, one teaspoonful 
of soda and tw o of cream ta rta r, d is­ 
solved in a cup of m ilk ; m ix th e flour 
and la rd w e l l : add a pinch of salt, th e 
cu p of m ilk and enough m oro to m ake 
a soft dough, ro ll o u t, cu t and bake in 
a quick oven. 


S lap J acks.—B ea t four eggs sepa­ 
rately ; stir th e yolks into a q u a rt of 
w arm m ilk w ith a tablespoonful of m elt­ 
e d b u tte r and a tablespoonful of s a lt; 
add sufficient sifted flour to m ake a th in 
b a tte r; sp rin k le in a tablespoonfnl of 
yeast pow der and stir tn th e w hites of 
th e eggs. 
P u t a frying-pan on th e tir e ; 
w hen it is hot, grease w ith a tablespoon­ 
ful of la r d ; pour in a cupful of lm tter, 
fry a lig h t brow n and tu rn carefully, so 
as not to b reak th e c a k e ; w hen brow n on 
b o th sides, lift it out and lay on a w arm 
p la te ; sp rin k le w ith m a rm ala d e; ro ll up 
nicely and lay on a p la te ; sp rin k le w ith 
pulverized su g a r; send on th e tab le h o t 
an d serve w ith cream .

T h e rye

Grap«a In the Sick-room. 


D r. H artsen of C annes recom m ends 
grapes as a valuable diet in fever. 
T h e 
grapes contain a considerable am ount of 
hydro-carbon aceons 
m atter, 
to g eth er 
w ith a q u a n titv o f potassium salts,a com ­ 
bination w hich does not irritate, b u t, on 
th e co n trary , soothes th e stom ach, and 
consequently is used w ith advantage, 
even in dvspejieia. 
W hile considering 
th e carl>o-hydrates contained in th e 
g rap e, we m ust n o t neglect th e organic 
acids, p articu la rly ta rta ric acid. 
D r. 
H artsen th in k s th e nourishing influ­ 
ences of th ese acids too m uch neglected. 
I t 
is indeed know n th a t th ey 
are 
changed to carbonic acid in th e blood 
and art* excreted as carbonates in th e 
u rin e .; P ossibly careful research m ig h t 
show th a t, u n d er som e circum stances, 
th e organic acids are changed to fats. 
D r. H artsen believes th a t th e organic 
acids should be ranked w ith th e carbo­ 
h y d rates as foods. 
W hen fresh g rap es 
are not to be h ad, raisins o r d ilated 
wines m u st be used. 


Storing Furs In Sam m tr. 
“When we put furs into storage for 
the season,” said a furrier recently, 
“our first care is to beat them thorough­ 
ly with rattans to drive the dust out, 
and get rid of the moth eggs that may 
have been laid in them or l>een blown 
into them from the air. 
This done, 
They are hung on wire frames that dis­ 
tend them, and put into closets that are 
lined with tar paper. 
Moths cannot 
stand the strong odor of tar, and never 
li\’e long under its influence. 
Every 
three or four woeks the furs are taken 
from the closets and beaten with rat­ 
tans; aud so, in the course of tho sea­ 
son, every article has to l>o handled at 
least a dozen times. 
In oldtimes cam­ 
phor was used; but it has been discov­ 
ered that it had a tendency to detract 
from their color and make them much 
lighter in hue. 
I suppose there is 
something in the dyes used for sable 
and other dark furs that camphor in­ 
fluences. 
Old Avomen still use that 
drug, however; and when 
you see 
a 
sealskin 
sack 
or 
cloak 
or 
dolman 
that 
shows 
streaks 
of 
gray or 
a muddy yellow, you can 
be sure that it 
has 
been 
kept 
in 
camphor through the hot weather. The 
whole secret of keeping furs is to beat 
all the dust out of them and keep them 
in a close closset impregnated with the 
odor of tar. 
Auother old preventive 
was pepper, either cavenne or common 
black, but this has been abandoned; 
and some good housekeepers used to 
keep their furs in tobacco cuttings. 
I 
have seen moths flourish in tobacco; 
and, where I have seen insect powder 
used, they have sometimes injured the 
furs in some way, or have been totally 
useless in guarding them from their 
bitter foe. 
“Auother desideratum in Btroring 
furs is strict cleanliness. 
We wash all 
the closets every spring with Avater and 
common washing soda, and the latter 
serves to destroy any moth-eggs that 
may have got into the place. 
Thus 
our closets are never invaded by the 
m oth; but should we «how carelessness 
for a single week tho result would be 
disastrous. 
Muffs, collars, and other 
small articles w o keep in boxes, pack­ 
ing with them sufficient tar-paper to 
keep out the moths, and the shelves on 
which they stand are always kept 
free 
from 
dust.”—Popular Science News.
